A PATH-BREAKING NATIONAL SURVEY by the Daily Express has 
shown that the British National Party is set to become Britain's 
third party - displacing the Liberal Democrats. The survey showed 
that two-thirds of people in Britain admit to being ‘racist’, and that 
more people will support a party favouring repatriation of 
immigrants, and ‘whites first’, than supportthe Liberal Democrats. 


@ Two-thirds of Britons admit they are ‘racist’ 


@ Majority want repatriation grants to be introduced 
- including 74% of non-whites 


@ 26% support nationalist politics - more than 
support Liberal Democrats 


@ Less than half of non-whites feel British 


The majority of Britons support Government resettlement grants 
to assist non-whites to return to their own countries - something 
forwhich the BNP has far-sightedly campaigned since its formation 
in 1982. Significantly 74% of non-whites also back the introduction 
of repatriation grants. 

After decades of massive immigration, and a huge media 
campaign to brain-wash people into believing in the multi-racial 
society, fewer than 50% of non-whites said that they felt British - 
frankly most have more sense than many whites about race. 

Naturally neither the survey nor the Daily Express report 
mentioned the BNP - that would never do would it?

If an average Briton from the 
thirties could be instantly time- 
travelled into the nineties, he 
would be haffled by what he 
saw around him. 

What has brought such a 
thing about?One fundamen- 
tal change has been central to 
the disaster. 

The well-intentioned policy 
of the 1945 Labour Govern- 


ment was thatthe state should 


take on a far wider range of 
responsibilities than before 
the war. Few wanted to return 
to the pre-war world in which 
medical care, for example, was 
often unavailable to the poor. 

What was not foreseen was 
the paralysing effect that ‘big 
government’ would have on 
the sense of responsibility of 
the ordinary citizen. 

Anyone who canvasses for 
a British political party can 
hear it on the doorsteps of 
countless homes. Whatever 
the problem the response is 
the same. ‘They’ or ‘The Coun- 
cil’ should do something. A 
sense of personal duty. is in 
striking eclipse.

Will Kashmir decide 
the next election? 


A ROW over the Labour Party's 
policy on Kashmir has underlined 
how the increasing immigrant vote 
could decide the outcome of the 
next election. The Shadow Foreign 
Secretary, Robin Cook, opened a 
can of worms when he told a 
meeting of Indians, held at Brent 
Town Hall, that Labour regarded 
Kashmir as a part of India. 

An angry backlash, from the well 
organised Pakistani community in 
Britain, has spelled out two of the 
new realities of British politics fol- 
lowing decades of mass immigra- 
tion imposed on an unconsenting 
British people.

Labour has concluded that it can- 
not win the next election without the 
Indian vote - hence Mr. Cook's 
speech. Indian voters are far more 
spread out than Pakistanis, and thus 
able to influence more seats.

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A SECRET Government report 
shows that black families in Britain 
are in a state of almost complete 
breakdown. Six out ten black mothers 
are single parents - compared with 
two out of ten whites. The white birth 
rate outside marriage has also 
rocketed - from only one in twenty in 
1960. 

The scale of the black family melt- 
down is shockingly illustrated in re- 
search carried out by a West Indian 
during the 1980s.. A third of West 
Indian children in Hackney did not 
know who their fathers were! 


COLONIAL REVENGE 


Professor of Sociology Geoff Dench 
says that lavish social security pay- 
ments, combined with 'colonial re- 
venge', explains why so many black 
men expect other people to take re- 
sponsibility for their children. 
William Trant, director of the West 
Indian Standing Conference, suggests 
that the absence of black fathers is 
partly due to the high number of young 


blacks in jail, or mental hospitals, and 
also unemployment. 

David Shaw, a Tory member of the 
Commons Select Committee on So- 
cial Security, said that communities 
with high rates of single parenthood 
could prove catastrophic. In the US 
70% -of those in prison for serious 
offences are from single parent fami- 
lies, and the trend in Britain has fright- 
ening implications for the future. 

West Indian former Mayor of loony 
-left Lambeth Council Pauline Watson 
takes a different view however. "To 
suggest that young black men are pro- 
miscuous is as outrageous as Sir Paul 
Condon's, suggesting that 80% of 
muggings are done by young black 
men" she says. If figures for single 
motherhood among blacks were higher 
than among whites, this was due to 
abortion being frowned on she said.

PROFESSIONAL 


The culture of dependency in Western 
countries is destroying the family. Preg- 
nancy has become a route to housing, 
and a lifelong state income, which 
increasing numbers of young women 
willingly take. The Tory Government 
has made marriage financially disad- 
vantageous, by changes to the tax sys- 
tem, while claiming to be the 'party of 
the family’. 

In one Manchester comprehensive 
school 13 out of 14 children in one 
class became pregnant withintwo years 
of leaving school in order to milk so- 
cial security benefits. Teachers en- 
couraged them when they told staff 
they intended to become 'professional'’ 
single mothers.

Those who work in low paid jobs are 
forced to bear an unprecedented tax 
burden to support those who have 
thrown themselves into what was 1n- 
tended merely as a safety net. 

A married couple with two children, 
earning £150 per week, are £40 worse 
off than a single working mother on 


the same wage! 

Government policy is also to bend 
over backwards in encouraging fe- 
male employment, despite the fact that 
the numbers of female unemployed 
make up only a small fraction of the 
total. There are thus relatively fewer 
and fewer jobs for men, which will 
allow them to support a family, thus 
further encouraging its collapsé.

‘Benefit Tourism’ 


crackdown leaves 
British OAPs. broke 


THOSE who are cynical about the honest 
intentions behind the Government's claims to 
be stopping immigration, and free handouts to 
foreigners, have had more ammunition added to 
their stocks. The Government claimed recently 
to be cracking down on ‘benefit tourism’ - 
regulations which allowed those from abroad to 
visit Britain, and receive paid holidays at the 
expense of British taxpayers. New regulations 
are, in fact, being mainly used to block the 
legitimate claims of bona-fide British citizens 
returning from overseas. Many of the victims 
are British old-age-pensioners, who are being 
left destitute. } 

A new ‘habitual residence’ test was introduced © 
last August to block visitors' claims to social 
security benefits. Eastbourne Citizens Advice : 
Bureau say that the main losers are not foreigners, 
but our own people. There are no funds available | 
for those waiting a decision, even if they have 
young children. | 

As a result says John Trainor, manager of | 
Eastbourne CAB, "Pensioners who have livedand | 
worked in Britain for decades, and those who have | 
served in the armed forces, are reduced to relying 
on handouts from friends, family, and local 
charities." 

"This cannot have been the Government's | 
intention when framing the test, which we were | 
told would stop visiting backpackers trying to 
claim benefit. We appeal to the Government to 
think again" he said.

A'COMMUNITY CENTRE ' ruled by gunmen, 
within which there have been two murders 
during the last year alone, and against which the 
police and council are virtually powerless - can 
such a thing happen in Britain? It has happened 


and continues to happen. 


The Bridge Park Centre, in North London's high 
immigrant Harlesden, was opened by Prince 
Charles in 1982. He described it as 'a break- 
through in the rejuvenation of inner cities'. Con- 
verted from a disused bus garage, the centre was 
Europe's largest black community project, costing 
£3.5million ın public money - a shining example 
of positive action by the black community work- 


ing together. 


Thirteen years later, at dawn during August, five 
vans full of riot police, bailiffs, and Brent council 
staff, went to the centre to repossess it on behalf 
of the council. They said it had been taken over by 
criminals and drug dealers. £11 million of taxpay- 
ers money had been thrown into the project over 
the last ten years, and any service to the commu- 


nity it had once provided had ceased. 


Six hours later a hostile crowd had gathered, 
and a gun was pulled on council staff. The centre 
was 'reoccupied' in the name of the 'community' 
and the council withdrew. "Staff safety was para- 
mount" said Brent Chief Executive George 
Bentham "We had no option but to leave the site." 
The council now say that they will take no further 
action until after the Notting Hill Carnival. 


GUNS IN WAISTBANDS 


The centre was wound up by the High 
Court last October. The Harlesden 
People's Community Council (HPCC), 
which ran it, had failed to pay debts of 
£1m. Brent Council cut off its grant in 
1992, describing the centre as ' remi- 
niscent of a vast public toilet’.

Isle of Dogs family run a 
bogus marriage racket for 
illegal immigrants 


A SLEAZY Isle of Dogs family has 
been -exposed by a national 
newspaper as running a wedding 
racket for illegal immigrants. The 
Beaneys (Diane, Di, and John, 
pictured top right with a masked 
reporter) charge £2,000 a time to 
arrange bogus weddings, which are 
intended to allow illegal migrants 
the right to stay in Britain. 

The racket was exposed after the 
Beaneys, who live in a Docklands flat 
in East London, offered the reporter 
£1,000 to marry a 29-year-old illegal 
immigrant from Sierra Leone. 45-year- 
old Mrs. Beaney is the brains behind 
the racket. She keeps a cheap wedding 
ring which has already been used for 
plenty of sham weddings. 

The illegal migrant, Abdul Sheriff 
(pictured) came here in 1990. It would 
have taken only seven minutes in a 
register office to give him the papers 
he needs to get the Home Office to 
allow him to settle in Britain. A ner- 
vous Abdul, however, fled minutes 
before the marriage ceremony after 
reporters revealed themselves. 

A marriage racketeer was jailed for 


three years recently, and the Beaneys 
days may well be numbered since the 
newspaper which exposed them has 
passed on its dossier to the police. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS STUNT 


Sham marriages are just one of the 
ways in which the continuing flood of 
immigrants into Britain establish a le- 
gal right to stay. BN says why bother 
getting married - who checks up on 
illegals anyway? There are an incred- 
ible 400,000 illegal Nigerian immi- 
grants in London alone. When did you 
last see a check being made? 

Occasionally the Government takes 
some well publicised action to allay 
public fears, but the numbers involved 
make it quite clear that it is a public 
relations stunt. 

The number of people expelled from 
Britain is actually falling - despite 
claims thatrules are being tightened. It 
is about 5,000 a year at the moment, 
when, according to former Govern- 
ment Chief Immigration Officer Peter 
Tompkins, at least 120,000 more im- 
migrants are coming in every year!

directors of the building firm which 
converted it, and no proper books were 
kept. Cynics say that public money 
would have been withdrawn far earlier 
if the project had been a white one. 

The building is now controlled by 
volunteers who call themselves the 
‘Rainbow Committee’. They say the 
council left voluntarily.

ASIANS CLASH 


Rioting erupted in Bolton early in 
August, when hundreds strong gangs 
of Asians clashed in the Daub Hill 
area of the city. The trouble began 
after skirmishes between Indians and 
Pakistanis, in which a gun was 
reported to have been produced. 

Local Indian youths said that 
vanloads of Pakistanis had been 'infil- 
trating’ their community. After the ini- 
tial trouble more Pakistanis arrived in 
aconvoy, and found 500 Indians block- 
ing their way, leading to violence. 

The national media, following the 
unavoidable publicity concerning the 
Bradford riots, because of their scale, 
almost completely censored news of 
the new disturbances. 


WHITE POLICE 
OFFICER SUES 
FOR RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION 


A WHITE Manchester detective is 
taking his force to court, after 
claming racial and sex discrim- 
ination. Bolton-based Jeff Collier - 
20 yearsa police officer -says he was 
rejected for specialist jobs because 
he was white and male. 

Detective Constable Collier is tak- 
ing Greater Manchester Police to a 
tribunal for barring him from key jobs 
because he 1s not black or a woman. 
The case is seen as a test of the Police 
authority's 'equal opportunities policy’. 

The hearing may be in camera since 
it involves sensitive police undercover 
operations. Mr.Collier is expected to 
call his wife as a witness. 


CALL FOR ASIAN: 
ORGAN DONORS 


MANCHESTER'S Asian community 
are being asked to become organ 
donors. Local hospital chiefs have 
revealed that 20% of those awaiting 
kidney transplant operations in the 
city are Asians. 

Despite the need for donated organs 
among Asians there is desperate short- 
age of donors coming forward from 
within that community to offer organs 
after their deaths. Manchester Royal 
Infirmary transplant surgeon Neil 
Parrott said: "In the last ten years I 
have never seen or come across a single 
Asian donor. That gives an indication 
of how significant this problem is." 


In his years as a Minister George 
Walden would have met highly edu- 
cated officials in charge of the ma- 
chine who had made up their minds 
how the people of Britain had to be 
handled.

What effect will it have on the 
unrivalled safety record of British ships - let alone on the 
employment prospects of British seagoers - in view of 
present experience with foreign ordinary seamen? 

Let a British captain, who identifies himself understandably 
only as Seamens' Union Member 180820, speak: 

"Is the Government trying to sink what is left of the British 

merchant fleet? With the change of UK officer rules he is having 

a good go. His ideas of multi-national crews and safety are along 
way from reality. 

I am the Master of a British ship (there are a few of us left) 
engaged on White Sea to Black Sea trade. In order to remain 
competitive, the company has engaged a number of foreign 
seamen. Some are fluent in English, but in an emergency all 
forget what little command they have of the English language. 
As a result, I have put them ashore as their lack of English has 
compromised the ship's safety. 

Who sacks the foreign master? Do we wait for disaster, or do . 
we maintain a high reputation for safety." , 

One in ten of the foreign flagged ships in UK ports over the 
past year had so many faults that they were prevented from 
leaving before remedial work was carried out, and research has 
shown that mixed nationality crews are far less safe. The worst 
are ships under ‘flags of convenience’ like Panama.

FOREIGN NEWS 


PRAGUE CONFERENCE 
PLANS EUROPEAN 'THIRD 
PILLAR OF WORLD JEWRY' 


TWO HUNDRED leaders of 
European Jewish communities 
have sworn to make Europe a 
'third pillar of world Jewry' to 
compliment those in Israel and 
America. 

The plans were agreed at a con- 
ference held in Prague recently, de- 
scribed by David Lewis, President 
of the European Council of Jewish 
Communities, as "truly an epoch- 
making event." 

The biggest problem standing in 
the way of the Jewish plan was 
identified by the conference as de- 
mographics. It was said that, ac- 
cording to a US estimate, there were 
9m Jews living in Greater Europe 
from Norway to Russia and Turkey 
in 1939. Now they said there are 
something of the order of 3m. 

Before the collapse of Commu- 

nism in 1989, Britain and France 
had the loudest voices among 
Europe's Jews - and the largest Jew- 
ish communities in Western Eu- 
rope. The Russian and Ukrainian 
communities are , however, larger, 
and have emerged from an isola- 
tion imposed by the Iron Curtain. 

Links are now growing between 


. Jews inthe former Soviet block and 
/ those in Western Europe, with the 
expectation of offering a united 


front in future to advance their in- 
terests. Swedish Jews give news- 
print for eastern periodicals, and 
easterners attend London's rabbini- 


cal college. 

The conference was largely de- 
voted to workshops in developing a 
system of effective trans-European 
political lobbying, and was held un- 
der the auspices of the Council of 
Europe. 

A veteran US Jewish lobbyist, 
MarkTalisman of the Project Judaica 
Foundation, reported that seven East 
European ambassadors to the US were 
Jewish, because their governments 
think that "Jews run Washington”. 

Another delegate, Dominique Moisi 


of the French Institute of Interna- 


tional Relations, said that Comm- 
unism's collapse had led to an "atmo- 
sphere of freedom and foreboding for 
the Jews of Europe. We are witness- 
ing a return to the real curse of Eu- 
rope: the power of indifference” This 
was evidenced by the ongoing situa- 
tion in Yugoslavia, and unchallenged 
anti-semitic remarks by a Roman 


Lech Walesa. 

The conference discussed the ques- 
tion of what makes a Jew, with dis- 
cussion of ‘marrying out’. The British 
Jewish Chronicle regularly lectures 
Jews on preserving their race.

CHELSEA HOSTS BEST 
YET PARTY SEMINAR 


THE BNP's ongoing seminar 
programme really got into gear 
late in July. The best yet meeting 
was held in London's Chelsea. 
The day began with a visit to the 


National Army Museum, which is 


next to the Chelsea Pensioners’ Hos- 
pital near Sloane Square. 

Elections Officer Eddy Butler gave 
a conducted tour, talking particularly 
about incidents in British 1 9th.century 
military history, which are illustrated 
in paintings hung in the museum. 

The seminar resumed after lunch 
in a venue nearby. Four speakers cov- 
ered a wide range of topics. 

First on was National Press Officer 
Michael Newland who talked about 
the history of British sea power up to 
the end of the 17th. century. A second 
episode bringing us up to the present 
day would have to wait until the next 
seminar, he said! 

The next speaker was an expert 
financial services salesman, who dis- 
cussed the need for the party to bring 
to bear the art of salesmanship in 


putting across its message. 

The essential difference between 
successful and unsuccessful people 
people was no mystery, he said, the 
successful take action on their ideas. 

Party members should believe in 
themselves, persist, dress to please, 
and above all study their technique of 
putting across the nationalist mes- 
sage until it was second nature. 

Eddy Butler then spoke about 
branch strategy and tactics. The way 
forward, he said, was community poli- 
tics. Local issues should be identi- 
fied. The public found it far easier to 
support parties who drew matters to 
their attention which were close at 
hand, and familiar to them, rather 
than general statements about national 
matters. 

The final speaker was Party Chair- 
man John Tyndall who gave an in- 
spiring address about the need for 
courage in our political work. 

Party members who have not yet 
attended any of the meetings should 
certainly make sure to do so in future.
